THE NAVIGATION OF THE LOWER FRASER. 


‘Every winter the navigatlon between this city 
and Yale is interrupted for from six weeks to 
two months, owing.to natural obstructions pre- 
sented by Jeffrey’s, Murderer’s, and Emory’s 
Bars, and at other stages of the water it is ren- 
dered somewhat ‘difficult and hazarduous by two 
large rocks, commonly known to navigators as 
“The Sisters.’ When it is considered that the 
navigation seaward is open all the year round, 
and that the towns in theinterior can bat ill 
afford to lay in a three months supply of provi- 
sions at a time, this Obstruction to our commer- 
cial. intercourse with the upper country is mani- 
festly a serious question, and it becomes the 
bounden duty‘ of the Government to inquire 
whether engineering skill and a reasonable ex- 
penditure of public money would not enable our 
light diaught rivers steamers to reach Yale at 
the lowest stages of the water. From the best 
information upon the subject we are indaced to be. 
lieve that a very moderate sum of money ap- 
plied with the most ordinary skill would suffice. 
to accomplish this so-moch-to-be-desired object. 
Commencing with ‘ ‘The Sisters,” we are assured 
by a gentleman of considerable engineering ex- 
perience that a few tons of powder ignited by 
means of a galvanic battery would remove the 
smaller one without much trovble, and that the 
whole operation would probably be covered by 
five or six thousand dollars. 
like an approximation to the expense of remov- 
ing one of these rocks how can the Government 
be justified in longer declining to undertake the 
work? These rocks, be it remembered, render 
navigation at that point both difficult and dan- 
gerous at. high water, as well as at low. More 
than one of the river steamers have narrowly 

~ escaped destruction upon them ; and at the high- 
est stages of the water, destruction of a steamer 
upon one of these rock implies total loss of boat, 
cargo, crew, and passengers, as any one whu 
has passed them at high water will readily ad- 
‘mit. We-next come to Emory’s Bar, perhaps 
the greatest natural obstacle in the way of navi- 
gation to Yale, requiting, as it does, a terrific 
head of steam to carry boats over it at high 
Awater, while at the lowest stages it is an insuper- 
able bar to navigation. Those of our readers 
who have travelled between here and Yale will re- 
collect that a creck discharges a considerable vol- 
‘ume of water into the Fraser on the north side at 
that-particular point. Itis from the large quantities 
of sand and gravel brought down aud deposited 
by this mountain torrent that Emory’s Bar has 
been formed and is maintained. To change the 
debouchure of this creek by making a cntting so 
as to bring it below Emory’s Bar, and remove 
the boulders from the bar, thereby allowing the 
current to wash away the deposit, the whole dif- 
ficulty would be got rid of, and the dreaded bar 
would cease tq terrify the mariner, or endanger 
the lives and property of the people. That such 


_would be thé case we have the assurance of prac- | 


tical men, and the cost of the work is estimated 
under one thousand dollars. Of Murderer’s and 
Jefirey’s Bars, let it suffice to say, generally, 
that two or three thousand dollars judiciously 
expended would render them navigable during 
low water ; at least we'have the authority of 
men possessing considerable experience in’ such 
matters for saying so. If these calculations be 
approximately correct, for a sum of less than ten 
thousand dollars the navigation.to Yale can be 
made practicable at all stages of the water in 
ordinary seasons. It is surely, then, the duty of 
the Government to have this matter thoroughly 
investigated ; and if/it is found that the work 
we have indicated can be accomplished for any- 
thing like that som it will become the impera- 
tive duty of the Government: to have it done be- 
fore another season passes over. The winter is 
the season during which the work would have to 
be done, and may we uot hope that everything 
will be in readiness to submit it to a’ practical 
test during the approaching winter, so that the 
work may be gompleted before Spring? The 
‘ stereotyped/reply of “no funds” will not meet 
this case. What has become of the forty thou- 
sand dollars tonnage dues, collected expressly 
for the improvement of the navigation of the 
Lower Fraser ?. Surely it is not too much to 
ask that a fourth part of that shall be devoted to- 
wards the object for which ithas been collected.

LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columbia, having referenge to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now building will be placed near to the 
Sbduth Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon : 

The Beacons are formed with clusterg of piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacon, Norra Sanp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable from the buoy ina N. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearijg a black dia- 
mond elevated on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. ‘7 


A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 


the Sand, is a loaded crib in an incdmplete state at 


present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hall of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with & black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A) permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of a few months, ,

On the top of tbe pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lowér/part of the pole. 
This beacon forms o conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels, in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. 

No. 7. Beacon, Sovrn Sanp-—Is a black ‘beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew’s 
cross elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8. Beacoy, Sourn Sanp—A cable's length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew’s cross ona pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
:fter alluded to as thex Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water., For Vessels of 
hurge draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as\by taking care to “ port” suffictently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as tg) cross when in a 
line, they will lead over the Bar, catrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. In-all other parts 
of the Channel mach deeper water wil be found. Af- 
ter the red\top Beacon. is brought ih a line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top boy may be with 
safety rounded, then steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball |Beacon on Garry 
Point.
